Washington, President Coolidge re­ 
iterated his firm stand for a high 
protective tariff. 
He said that he 
believed that a high protective ta r­ 
i f f was for the best interest* of 
the people. 
In this opinion he is 
contradicted by practically every 
economist in America, and the lay­ 
man recalls that only a short time 
ago France gave us a dose of our 
own medicine on a high tariff.

nation will not prosper most ex­ 
cept under free trade.

tective tariffs weave only a web 
which never will be untangled. 


In an editorial in this week's 
Saturday Evening Post, the char­ 
acteristics that the next president 
of the United States should pos­ 
sess are mentioned.

try from which he comes should 
have nothing to do with it, just so 
he is broad gauged.
